NE of the most striking and sensational = 
proposals of recent times was that ad- 
vanced by Secretary of State Charles E. 

Hughes at the opening of the Arms Confer- 
ence in Washington, Nov. 12, 1921. For years 
the world had been talking of disarmament 
while at the same time all the leading nations 
were engaged in a feverish race for suprem- 
acy in the building of vessels of war.
